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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3-9, 11-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 9, Lee does not suggest, among other features, that 
switching devices for shutting off a path between the voltage source and the second 
inductor in a state in which energy has been stored in the second inductor to derive an 
inverse voltage into the second inductor and allowing said inverse voltage to be applied 
to the panel, wherein the voltage source includes: a first voltage source electrically 
coupled between the panel and the ground voltage source; and a second voltage 
source connected between the first voltage source and the ground voltage source. 

Regarding claim 15, Lee does not suggest, among another features that, a first 
node for coupling to the panel capacitance; a second node for coupling to a voltage 
source; a first inductor having first and second electrodes, the first inductor being 
coupled between the first node and the second node; a second inductor having first and 
second electrodes, the first electrode of the second inductor being coupled to the first 
node, and the second electrode of the inductor being coupled m a third node; a fourth 
node for coupling to a prescribed voltage; a first transistor having first and second 
electrodes, the first electrode of the first transistor being coupled to the first node, and 
the second electrode of the first transistor being coupled to the fourth node. 

The remaining dependent claims 3-8, 11-14, 16-21 are allowable for at least 
above reason.
